Although neither ‘side has so 
far been willing to reveal 
officially what the’ argument 
is about, apparently the pro- 
posed. rules changes—if car- 
ried through—would  revolu- 
tionize the parliamentary sys- 
tem. They would expedite 
government business toa 
degree which could make Par- 
liament a model of efficiency. 
In the process, they could also

A Binding Need 


"FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 
by raising mail rates has moved 
quickly to meet the cost of this sum- 


mer’s wage increase for the nation’s - 


postmen and ‘place the service on a 
self-supporting basis. Prime Minis- 
ter Trudeau said at the time that the 
public would have to pay the piper, 
and Postmaster General Kierans is 
now bringing home the economic 
facts of life. 


Next, however, Mr. Trudeau 
must deal with the most pressing 
consequence of? the postal strike: 
finding a way to ensure that it does 
not happen again. Presumably the 
government has recognized that leg- 
islation giving postmen the right to 
strike was a mistake, and is prepar- 
ing alternative procétiures. Public 
opinion was almost unanimous dur- 
ing the long and disruptive strike 
“that such essential services as mail 
delivery must not be interrupted as 
“the result of wage disputes. No 
country can afford disruption of its 
communication lifelines. 


The problem is to provide a bar- 


gaining system that is fair to the — 


government employee while at the 
game time protecting the rights of 
the public. Mr. Trudeau may. be 
nble to get some suggestions from 
the United States federal govern- 
ment -which now is grappling with 
the same problem. Government 


workers there are required to re- 


nounce the right to Strike when they 
take an oath of office. Neverthe- 
less some militant members of the 
postal unions are promoting the idea 
of a strike with the object of chal- 
lenging the no-strike clause in the 
courts. 

In an attempt to-avert this pos- 
sibility the government in Washing- 
ton is séeking improvements-in the 
bargaining system which could 
break labor-management impasses. 
The Assistant Secretary of Labor, 
Mr. Thomas. Donahue, recognizing 
this need, commented the other day: 
“If the right to strike is denied to 
public employees then the public 
employer has a. responsibility to re- 
place it with a procedure which in- 
sures fairness and finality and which 
makes collective bargaining. mean- 
ingful. When an impasse is reached 
and the parties can’t agree, there 
must be recourse to an outsider—to 
a neutral third party—who will pro- 
vide a decision which will bind the 
parties.” 

The solution for Canada probab- 
ly lies along these lines. In any 
case, the public will be looking to 
Mr. Trudeau during the forthcoming 
session of the ‘new Parliament for 
some indication of: how’ the govern- 
ment proposes to deal with the mat- 
ter. Action must be taken before 
the next round of bargaining begins. 
Another strike in the postal service 
cannot be tolerated.” 


In Questionable Context 


ME. T. C. DOUGLAS PLACED 

his plea for a just society in un- 
usual context when he criticized Ca- 
nadian' values in the same speech in 
which he condemned Russian action 
in Czechoslovakia and ee ac- 
tion in Vietnam. 


“There isa double standard be- 
fore the law,” he skid. “The same 
law applies to everyone, but. some 
can pay fines, some can’t; some can 
hire defence counsel, some cannot.” 

“We speak of the existence of 
equality,” he added, “yet millions of 
our fellow citizens lack’ opportunities 
for training—good education, proper: 
health care, decent housing.” 


These are familiar arguments 


from Mr. Douglas—and they have 
a basis of truth, But they gain noth- 
ing from the exaggerated, wild- 
swinging presentation which is Mr. 
Douglas’ usual style. Canadian gov- 
ernments at all levels are pushing 
ahead with reforms in social, econ- 
omic, educational and other fields as 
quickly as. public opinion will sup- 
port them.

OTTAWA (CP) — New fed- 
eral drug regulations are being 
introduced to require manufac- 
turers to warn parents of the 
danger to children of overdoses 
of - acetylsalicylic acid, com- 
monly known as ASA, or 


The food and drug directorate 
of the national health depart- 
ment has mailed notices of the 
change to all drug manufac- 
turers. A spokesman said the 
change likely is to become law 
later this year. 

Drug manufacturers are being 
given until Sept. 20 to commerit 
on the proposal, which results 
from a study of acetylsalicylic 
acid poisoning among children. 

A spokesman said such poi- 
soning causes a quarter of the 
deaths of children in Canada 
from all forms of poisoning. 

Acetylsalicylic . acid normally 
is packaged in tablets of five 
grains each for adults and 1% 
grains each for children. 

The proposed regulations will 
require manufacturers to label 
reach package with special-warn- 
ings when a package contains a 
total of more than 30 grains, 24 
of the 1%-grain tablets of the
